Northern-Europe accent that draws out everything he says, 
Wally is the Chinese water torture of bourgeois normalcy, 
plucking away at Woody's fun, drip by aching drip. 


Wally can be an annoying kiss-ass, plowing his lips into what he 
perceives is the most important butt in the room. Wally truly 
enjoys serving those he considers “above" his station.
